Germany at the moment. 
Interlocked 
with 
the 
food, 
of 
course, are transport and fuel. It 
lakes transport to distribute the 
food, and coal to run the transport, 
as well as to provide fuel for the 
use of the campers-out.. 
The American military govern­ 
ment in this aone. and the other 
three allied occupation authorities, 
are having to proceed with rehabi­ 
litation on the basis of top priori­ 
ties. Thorn* things which are of the 
greatest Importance must come first, 
and the others have to wait. Recon­ 
struction of Germany’s ruined cities 
I* rot the top priority.

to carry it through. Everywhere you 
see them working energetically. Tile 
farm* are being tilled to the last 
foot. And where youth is lacking 
the old folk take hold. 
Lean Years Ahead 
"'"here are lean years ahead for 
Germany, and the immediate future 
is precarious Next winter may be 
even worse than this in the matter 
of food, the coming summer's crop 
won t be up to par. There is a great 
lack of fertilizer throughout the 
country, and there is a serious short­ 
age of seed in many localities. Form 
machinery also is needed. 
There is a scarcity of food in all 
zones, and while the back of winter 
seem, to be broken, there still is 
danger. Tuberculosis is increasing 
and then* are threats of epidemics 
in some parts of the country. How­ 
ever the basic work of rehabilita­ 
tion is getting ahead Both transport 
and coal production are improving. 
Importation of foodstuffs may solve 
the other pressing need.

Badly injured plants may wilt and 
die while less 
seriously

specimens may become stunted and 
fail to form heads. 
The insect lives over winter as a 
pupa in the soil, the egg-laying flies 
emerge in late April and early May. ' 
Late cabage plants are seldom at- . 
tacked although the early crop may 
be ruined by heavy infestations. 
J Cauliflower, also. Is attacked by the 
1 first brood, while late turnips and 
radishes usually suffer from the 
maggot's feeding. There are prob­ 
ably three broods each season. 
There arc three effective ways to 
control root, maggots. First, a few 
plants In the home garden may he 
protected by fitting 3-inch squares 
of tarred building paper around the 
stem bases at transplanting time.
